6,940 Folks Aided 
By State Welfare 


Rev. Paul M. Cassen, Chairman 
of District 10 Welfare Board’ of 
the State. Department ‘of Public 
Welfare; reported that in Palm 
Beach. County 6940 persons . were 
assisted in. the four categories of 
public assistance for the month of 
March, 1964. 

A total of 2,058 persons received 
Old Age Assistance in the amount 
of $99,716. 119 persons received 
Aid to the Blind, totaling $6,991. 
1,071 families, represénting 3,452 
children, received Aid to Depend- 
ent Children in the amount of 
$64,176. 459 persons received Aid
